Title: Absolution from excommunication

Incipit: John from the church of Verden, judge and commissarius to the Council of Basel, orders several ecclesiastical 


officials to announce that Alheydis de Isenborth, the former abbess of the monastery of St. Servatius associated with 
Quedlinburg in the city of Halberstadt, Germany, has been absolved from her previous excommunication. 

Notes: The text was issued in Basel at John's house on Monday April 1, 1437, in the seventh year of the pontificate 
of Eugenius IV. John was probably the bishop of Verden; Alheydis was Adelheid IV, Countess of Isenberg and abbess 
of the secular canonesses of Quedlinburg Abbey from 1405 to 1435. The witnesses included John Ostioborch(?). The 
primary text is followed by the signature of a notary, Ludolph de Winscy. 
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
